BILL. 


With the Seaman's bill, advocated 


by Senator Robert M. LaFolIette of

"A Washington correspondent has 


interviewed a federal official—name 
not given—who confirms tho predic- 
tion of disaster likely to follow the en- 
forcement of the seamen's law; which 
is set for this month. 


"The seamne's law,, this official de- 


scribes as a labor measure, intended 
to assist sailors on the high seas to 
obtain increased wages, and to force 
such increases by tying up ships until 
the advanced wage rates are granted. 
This and the so-called 'lasguage pro- 
vision,' he declares, will certainly put 
out of business every American' ship 
in the Oriental trade and every ship 
running to South America. He de- 
clares that the law will work much 
the same as did the so-called 'third 
mate act,' which, with the require- 
ment that there 
should be a third 


mate, tied up ships and gave oppor- 
tunities for such combinations among 
the seamen with third mate qualifica- 
tions as to hold up ships whose own- 
ers would not submit to enforced in- 
creases in wages of third mares from 
sixty to ninety dollars a month. 


"The new law will go into effect on 


Thursday of this week. It is asserted 
by government officials 
that- unless 


the seamen's law is amended and pro- 
vision made for encouraging the con- 
tinuation of the American flag in the 
foreign carrying trade, all the addi- 
tion to the list of American ships by 
the registry law of the last congress, 
under which five hundred thousand 
tons of 
foreign tonnage has been 


transferred to the American flag, will 
be retransferred to foreign flags im- 
mediately upon the close or the war. 


"Evidently a serious mistake was 


made by the 
majority in congress 


when it passed the law and by the 
President when he signed it. 
It is 


hoped that no time will be lost in tak- 
ing steps to avert the mischief threat- 
ened by this ill-digested piece of legis- 
lation. 


"The Savannah News gives the sea- 


men's bill a very hard punch when it 
says: 


"There are three things to be con- 


sidered in framing legislation govern- 
ing American shipping in the foreign 
trade. 
One is 
the safeguarding of

IS FREE FROM FOREIGN 


COIN. IN CIRCULATION

Cuba, Nov. 10.— For. the 
nrst time in years Cuba is free of ths 
annoyance and 
confusion- resulting 
from tne general circulation of wL?i- 
ous kinds of foreign money. On No" 
1. there went into effect President 
Menocal's decree declaring illegal the 
circulation of any but American and 
Cuban money. 
In 
anticipation of 
this decree taking 
effect, 
foreign 
coins have' already 
disappeared 
al- 
most entirely from circulation, only a 
few Spanish dollars being accepted In 
some of the smaller shops at a heavv 
oiscc-unt, the bulk of the silver and 
I ain 
ing been ^iPPed 
back to 


When the United States undertook 
the occupation of 
Cuba, American 
money was declared to be- the official 
curency, but together with this a vast 
quantity of Spanish gold and silver 
and some French gold remained in cir- 
culation, varying in value In compar- 
.ison to official money from day to 
day, nominally In accordance with the 
laws of the supply jind demand, but 
actually inresponse to manipulation 
by the 'hundreds of money changers 
whose little .shops are scatered all 
over Havana. 


Recently a large volume of .Cuban 
silver and gold has been placed in i 
circulation and declared to be official 
money on par with American curren- i 
cy, and, by the President's 
decree, 
this and the American money will 
henceforward be the only currency 
recognized in Cuba. This will remove 
a constant so«rce of Irritation to tour- 
ls&."'lh9.have heretofore had- to deal 
with half a dozen kinds of currency. 
The only opposition to the new state 
of affairs has come from a few Span- 
ish merchants and the money chang- 
ers whose means of 
livelihood 
has 
disapepared. 
Incidentally it is inter- 
esting that, some : of the Spanish mer- 
chants have shoyn a disposition to 
prefer American gold coins to Ameri- 
can notes, professing a 
fear that 
should the United States become in- 
volved in war the notos would suffer 
depreciation.

The stat- ' 
utes provided that a committee of not I 
less than three and not more than five ' 
be named or elected. 
Supervisor C. ' 
McCarthy of the town of Porter moved ] 
that this matter be given no consider- 
ation at the present time 'but 'be laid 
over until the adjourned meeting in 
January. It was brought out both by 
Mr. McCarthy and A. D. McGowan of 
this city that the new law is both 
conflicting and confusing 
and . that 
considerable deliberation is essential 
to protect the board in its final decis- 
ion on the 
matter. 
Mr. McGowan 
brought out several features of the ! 
statute to acquaint the board with the i 
necessity oS proceeding slowly on this 
phase of their work. 
Motion to appropriate $300 from the 
general fund to the building commit- 
tee for general expenses carried. 
Ten per cent interest is the maxi- 
mum that will be paid hereafter on tax 
certificates in Rock county. Also ten 
per cent is both the maximum and 
minimum amount of the county. Mar- 
shall Richardson and A. D. McGowan 
both spoke against the raising of the 
amount of interest on tax certificates, 
each proving himself champion to low- 
er taxes. The 1915 legislature made 
it possible for county boards to set the 
tax certificate tax as high as fifteen per 
cent, but the board saw no reason why 
persons who attempt to buy back their 
property should pay this exorbitant 
rate when taxes are high enough as 
they are at present. 


A. D. McGowan called attention to 
Chapter No. 637 of the laws sof Wis- 
soncin, enacted during the legislature 
of 1915, which provides county aid for 
any child dependent upon the public 
for support or that the child is being 
neglected or the health endangered.' 
The statute says that any person may 
bring the attention of a judge of a 
juvenile or county court to the matter 
and, 
after investigation on the part of 
the court, the latter may, should the 
case so warrant, grant aid to the child 
or to the parents, or tothose In charge 
of the child. 
The matter of making appropriation 
from which the juvenile or county 
court judge would make order to draw 
from to give aid to the child proved a 
clouded question to the board. Like 
the state aid 
highway 
law it was 
brought out that this law was confus- 
ing and misleading:. 
County Clerk Lee held that this stat- 
ute was but 
another phase of the 
mothers' pension act. He read a com- 
munication from Judge Clark of Beloit 
calling attention to tie board to make 
some provision for mothers' pensions 
at this meeting. Mr. Lee opinloned 
that providing the appropriation was 
made, the city, town or village where- 
in the child lived would pay back to 
the county that amount awarded for 
aid made by either the juvenile or 
county court judge at the close of the

HOWE'S TESTIMONY 


FAILS TO CONVICT 


JACKSON IN TRIAL 


Jury Finds George Jackson Not Guilty 


on Three Counts Made by District 


Attorney Dunwlddle. 


That there is ho truth In the often 
accepted and believed statement, that 
there Is "honor among thieves," ie 
shown by the outcome of the trial of 
George Jackson of Belolt, who was ac- 
quitted on the charge of being an ac- 
complice In the robbery of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad sta- 
tion In Belolt with Paul Howe, now a 
convict at the state's prison. Monday 
and Tuesday, Paul Howe, confessed

highwayman, went on the stand'and 
swore to testimony that implicated 
Jackson in both of the 
robberies 
which Howe has admitted committing 
and for which he received a seven 
years' sentence. 
District Attorney Dunwiddie, during 
the arraignment of Howe, obtained a 
lengthy confession from him, in whicfi 
Howe gave in detail the manner in 
which he robbed both station agents 
at the point of a gun, and according 
to the confession rehearsed the rob- 
bery with Jackson, had Jackson as a 
"look-out" man while he did the rob- 
beries and then divided the spoils 
with him In both cases. The confes- 
sion is filled with statements typical 
of a hardened criminal, who for some 
unknown reason, turned against a for- 
mer comrade and gave testimony in 
hopes of seeing him -share the same 
fate in a prison term. Howe's weird 
tale was given with an air of a bravo 
without a line of respect or honor to- 
wards Jackson. 
Twice Howe repeated 
the same 
story against Jackson, first in the pre- 
liminary examination, and the second 
time in the trial which 'started before 
a jury Monday. Mayor Adams o£ Be- 
loit defended Jackson and. Introduced 
evidence to establish an alibi. Yes- 
terday Jackson 
was placed on the 
stand and for several hours was sub- 
ject to a cross-examination, but his 
declaration of innocence remained un- 
shaken by the state.

Thefe'.is one side o£ life which the 
movies cannot exaggerate, and that 
is the conditions which surround the 
sickbed;;of the day laborer. 
Have you ever done a day's labor, 
hard manual labor, for .pay- 
If so, 
you know that the laborer is worthy 
of much more than his usual hire. 
He is paid far less than he is worth. 
Our social system is based upon a 
plan that stints' the worker and then 
doles out homeopathic charity when 
lie is overtaken by his rainy day. 
When we have occasion to attend 
a 'sick laborer in his lowly home, an 
honest, sober, industrious father, we 
always feel like—well, for the time 
being 
we 
are bitterly '.^anarchistic. 
To think that the best type of pitl- 
'zen, the honest workman,, must suf- 
fer for want of those—little luxuries 
and conveniences which., make sick- 
ness endurable in the homes of the 
., 
well-to-do maddens us. If he has a 
if 
nurse it'. must be a volunteer or a. 
visiting nurse who places htm 
and 
Ms family on a card -index for filing 
in the archives, of the city -public re- 
lief 
department—stigmatizes 
a de- 
cent 'citizen for the remainder of his 
life.There is no place in the hospital 
Cor him. 
He. can't afford :the 
ex- 
pense of a private room and a-private 
physician; he is- too proud to accept 
the charttv .of the public ward and 
-lip gratuitous - services of the 
staff 


physician. He is up against it.

SWEET POTATO DISHES. 


Southern Sliced Sweet Potato Pie— 
until tender sweet potatoes; 
peel. 


; Make rich pie crust, roll out. Line 
deep pan, bottom and sides, with crust 
in one piece, then slice sweett pota- 
toes to cover bottom of pan; sprinkle 
well with sugar; slice bits of butter 
over sugar and potatoes; dust lightly 
with ground 
cinnamon, cloves and 
allspice. Then put another layer of 
potatoes sliced, sugar, 
butter 
and 
spice. 
Continue until .pan is full, 
then add a cup of hot water, put on 
top crust same as any pie; finish 
around edge any way preferred. Bake 
slowly until well done. To be eaten 
hot. 
Use enough sugar and butter to 
make a good syrup or juice for pie, as 
this pie should not be dry when cut. 
Use very little spice, just enough to 
season well. 


Sweet Potato Custard Pie—Holland 
mash 
flne 
sweet 
potatoes, 
pass 
through sieve to remove lumps and 
strings, then use same 
as 
stewed 
pumpkin. Bake in one crust. Sea- 
son with a little 'cinnamon or nutmeg. 


Southern Mashed Sweet Potato Pie 


—-Boil sweet potatoes, mash 
while 


hot, 
put in milk, a little sugar, a big 
piec of butter; mash real soft, beat 
smooth, put in open pie crust; bake. 
Can put nutmeg or cinnamon on top 
or without. . 


Sweet Potato Cakes—Make pie pas- 
try just like for any other pie; mix 
in the dough mashed sweet potatoes 
with butter (a big piece); roll out 
half inch, cut any shape, bake in hot 
oven. Take out, put better between 
two cakes, like a sandwich, and eat 
hot or cold. Melts in your mouth. 


.Sweet Potato Cobbler—Boil pota- 
toes with jackets on. Peel, slice inch 
thick lengthwise. 
Line bake dish 
with, rich 
baking powder 
dough. 
Spread layer of potatoes, butter, nut- 
meg and sugar. Three or four layers 
are sufficient. 
Pour over contents 
two cups hot water, add top crust and 
bake until brown. 


Sweet Potatoes Fried—Peel raw po- 
tatoes and slice lengthwise—about 
one-eigth inch thick. Dip in water 
and fry in fat. occasionally adding lit- 
tle water. When tender, add one cup 
brown sugar and cook until _ ayrup 
forms. Nutmeg 
or 
cinnamon 
im- 
proves. 
Sweet Potato Caramel—Boil four or 
five large sweet potatoes, peel and 
slice one-half inch thick. Fill bake 
dish with layer of potatoes, sugar, 
butter and .nutmeg. Cover with sweet 
milk and bake until top is brown. 


THE TABLE. 
Cornmeal Suoffie—One-half 
cupful 
of cornmeal, one pint of milk, three 
eggs, two tablespoons of butter, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt.
